A new hearing will be sought 
in Millich’s case. His lawyer, City 
Judge Clayton of Johnston City, 
began immediately after the verdict 
to try to raise funds amiong Mil- 
lich’s friends, to pay the cost of in 
appeal to the Supreme Court. 

As a result of the capital pun- 
ishment verdict In the Millich case, 
State’s Attorney Boswell of Wil- 
liamson County, who prosecute 
the Millich-Gowan case, declars4 
that he would bring Charlie Birger 
to trial here for the murder of 
State Highway Patrolman ULory 
Price and Mrs. Price, uniessa the 
death penalty 1s tmposed in the 
present trial of Birger at Benton, 
Franklin County, for the murder 
of Joe Adams. 

Birger and a coterie of his 
gangsters were indicted for the 
Price murders both in Washington 
County and in this (Williamson) 
County, after a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter obtained the confession of 
Art Newman, and Newman's state- 
ment was borne out by the finding 
of Mrs. Price’s body in an aband- 
oned mine. 

The sealed verdict in the Millich- 
Gowan case was handed to Judge 
Hartwell at 9:15 a. m. by the Rev. 
Lioya Frey. a rural Baptist preaca- 
er, foreman of the jury. The ver- 
dict wae reached at 2:55 a. mo, aft- 
er 14 hours’ deliberation. The 
guilt of both defendants was de- 
cided on the first ballot, the foree 
man said. 

Death Sentence Debated. 

The agreement on Gowan's pun- 
ishment aleo was reached easily 
In the struggie over the death sea- 
tence for Millich, the Rev. Mr. 
Frey said. many ballots were tak- 
en before the decision finally wae

strong westerly winds could be 
obtained at a high altitude. It 
is thought that should a plane 
fly at 20.000 feet it would gen- 
erally be true that in going from 
west to east the speed of the 
plane would be increased by the 
wind 40 or 50 or even 70 miles 
an hour. 

However, to fly at this altitude 
would require far greater power, 
owing to the rarity of the atmos- 
phere, and much more gasoline 
would be needed than at lower 
altitudes. Cabin passengers 
would. perhaps. have to be 
equipped with oxygen tanks, as 
would. of course, the pilots In the 
cockpit. 

This would have the further 
advantage of keeping the pas- 
sengers and fiyers wari as it 
gets considerably below the 
freezing point at that altitude at 
any time of the year. 

This great plane would have 
say.. six engines. and would be 
able to fly with any two of the 
engines dead. and. with a very 
light load, it might be possible to 
reach such a degree of efficiency 
that the plane could fly with half 
of the engines dead.

This is not a wild dream. be- 
cause our plane America, when 
it arrived near Le Bourget, had 
enough gas left to fly 500 miles 
And in addition. the America had 
mail and an extra load Of some 
“wndred of pounds on Loar. 

Of course, it is possible that 
within a few years something 
will be invented to disperse fog 
from a landing field or some 
light will be invented which will 
properly penetrate it. Until these 
inventions ‘are perfected, how- 
ever, fog still remaing avia- 
tion’s greatest enemy.

Freight-Carrying Pianes. 

Some of these trans-Atiantic 
planes will be freight ships, and, 
in that case, perhaps, at least 
part of the frcight could be car- 
ried in the wings. In the Amer- 
ica, we had compartments made 
in the wings in which we put 
some of the most precious mate- 
rial on board, such as the piece 
of the original American flag 
which we were carrying to Pres- 
ident Doumergue of France. 

The wings of these future 
planes could be made thick 
enough for passengers to be 
carried within them. In fact, if 
a trapdoor had been made in the 
wings of the America, they could 
nearly have held < man. 

In case of shipwreck, al! ships 
at sea carry lifeboats and life 
presérvers. We had fust these 
things on board the America—a 
boat large enough to hold seven 
or eight men, which would have 
floated on the ocean almost in- 
definitely. This craft is con- 
structed of rubberized fabric a 1 
weighs only 22 pounds. 

We had enough food to last us 
over 15 days, and there was «a4 
breathing apparatus of only a 
quarter of a pound weight, which 
condensed the breath into water 
when one blew into it, go that 
there would be no necessity of 
making a forced landing because 
of thirst 

I believe we demonstrated that 

a plane could land on the water 
without disaster to the passen- 
gers and that lifeboats could be 
‘put overboard. As a matter sf 
fact, we had two boats, one to 
use as an emergency boat, 
packed inside the larger one. 

Naturally. much work must be 
done before these air liners will 
fly daily across the Atlantic. But 
they will be built and they will 
fly daily.

Hard Day in Court for Birger 
Birger had a hard time of it in 
court yesterday. A commonplace 
individual without his machine 
guns and automatics, he was re- 
duced to abjectness under the 
stares of a courtroom crowd bent 
on justice.

LONDON, July 7.—Although 
members of the Royal family were 
unable to attend the wedding of 
Miss Matilda Houghton, daughter 
of the American Ambassador, and 
Chandler Anderson at St. Mar- 
garet’s today, on account of the 
large number of kings, queens and 
other royalities now visiting here, 
the wedding will be remembered 
as one of the most brilliant affairs 
of the London season. 

The church was filled with 600 
guests, including the entire Brit- 
ish Cabinet, headed by Prime Min- 
ister Baldwin, all the chiefs of 
diplomatic missions, representa- 
tives of British aristocracy, and 
leaders of the financial world. 

The guests were shown to their 
places by 12 ushers, class mates of 
the bridegroom and members of 
the Harvard club.

TOCCOA, Ga., July 7.—A crowded 
courtroom was strangely _ silent 
while Mrs. Ansley Bowers, a dress- 
maker, told in a low, tense voice 
of the suffering she was forced to 
face when 12 hooded and robed 
men took her from her bed early 
the morning of June 12 and flog- 
ged her until she fainted. 

Her testimony yesterday was of- 
fered in the trial of W. G. Acree, 
principal of the Stephens county 
high school and superintendent of 
a Baptist Sunday school, charged 
with assault with attempt to mur- 
der. 

Mrs. Bowers testified she recog- 
nized Acree and that it was he 
who held her head between his 
knees while others applied the 
lash to her bare back. 

“They came for me in three 
automobiles about 2 o’clock in the 
morning,” she testified. “I awoke 
as the first car stopped. Showing 
flashlights and pistols, the men 
came in, breaking through screen 
doors at the front and back of the 
house. They entered my bedroom 
and gave me time to slip on a 
kimona, stockings and shoes _ be- 
fore forcing me into an automo- 
bile. My boy was taken in another 


=| machine. 


Asked for Her Son. 

“I sat between two men. Three 
others were in the car. They 
drove about eight miles @to the 
country and during that time the 
only words spoken were when /] 
asked where my boy was and they 
told me he was _in another car. 

“When we got out I wanted to 
know why they had come for me, 
what I had done. Without reply- 
ing, the men took a seat cushion 
from one of the automobiles and 
Acree forced me across it, holding 
my head between his knees, 

“T had four whippings. They 
questioned me about how I got my 
support and who- supplied the 
money for my clothes. I told them 
Mr. Bowers allowed me so much 
for my son (she and her husband 
have been separated for two years) 
and that I sewed. They whipped 
me twice again and wanted to 
know if I would leave town. Then 
they looked at my wounds and said 
it wasn’t enough, that they 
wouldn’t show after three days.

He had been 
out of school only a couple of 
weeks. 

“They wanted to know why I 
didn’t go to church.”

WASHINGTON, July 7.—Inter- 
national fiscal problems were set 
for discussion today at a luncheon 
given by D. R. Crissinger. governor 
of the Federal Reserve Board, to 
which American, English, Frencn 
and German financiers were invit- 
ed.

WAVE IN CHICAGO | 


Winds, Hail and Heavy 
Downpours Cause Large 
Loss to Property and 
Crops — Bathers Routed. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 7.—A _ storm, 
which developed into a tornado in 
Henry County, Ia., and was ac- 
companied in Illinois by high 
winds, hail and heavy downpours, 
cost two lives, injured nine per- 
sons and caused heavy property 
and crop damage in those two 
States last night. 

The small son of Harry Hazen 
was killed when the storm struck 
the Hazen home neag Whalen, Ia. 
rank Dandrowski, 34 years old, 
was killed in Chicago by light- 
ning. Eight persons were injured 
in lowa. 

The storm hit suddenly, 
ing a new heat wave which had 


descended upon the two States 
during the day. It was of com- 
paratively short duration, but 


much rain fell, and there were 
hailstorms over the entire storm 
area, 

Crop damage was reported from 
both States. Trees in Clinton, Ia., 
were all but stripped of their 
leaves, and windows in every part 
of the city were shattered by the 
bullet-like tattoo of the  hail- 
stones. 

Keota and Iowa City, Ia., also 
reported storm and crop damage. 

In Chicago what was a dead 
calm one minute was a shrieking 
windstorm § the next, whirling 
sheets of rain through the streets. 
The storm came while thousands 
of bathers still were at the beaches. 
Many sought to save themselves 
from the pelting hail attack by 
submerging up to their necks in 
water, but the storm became 50 in- 
tense and was accompanied . by 
such a temperature drop that they 
hastened to sheltering bathhouses. 

Three deaths had occurred there 


in the heat that preceded the 
storm. 
Panic resulted among 500 per- 


sons attending a church carnival 
when the wind tore down tents and 
tipped over a ferris wheel. One 
man was struck by a falling tent 
pole and his neck was broken.

According to Rabbi Gross’ an- 
nouncement, however, the accused 
internes will sign a letter today, 
expressing regret at and abhor- 
rence of religious prejudice at 
Kings County Hospital and prom- 
ising to do all in their power to 
prevent a repetition of such oc- 
currences. In return for this let- 
ter, Rabbi Gross said, those rep- 
resenting the Jewish internes and

Mental Attitude of the Factory Girl 
By CHAS. A. L. REED, M. D., 
Former President of the American Medical Association. 


HERE is one most important 

psychological factor, says Bev- 

ington, that deeply colors the 
factory girl's attitude to life 
and which makes her mentality 
totally different from that of her 
male colleague. This is, that the 
work claims her only for a time. 
The man looks on his work as % 
life-long condition, a permanent 
background for his marriage, {a- 
therhood and other forms of self- 
development. Practically every 
woman, however, has at the bacx 
of her mind marriage and release 
from wage-earning. This is large- 
ly why she ig so miuch more coa- 
tent with a routine or repetitior 
job than a man. Her ambiticns 
are not in the work but beyond it. 
So it doesn’t matter so much. 


An offset to the economy of the 
woman worker is, however, her 
greater irregularity of attendance. 


‘She has herself more illness than 


her brother and more calls are 
made on her by her family to 
nurse serious fliness among them 
and for various other reasons. 


Compared with domestic service, 
factory employment has advan- 
tages and drawbacks as a prep- 
aration for marriage and mother- 
hood. The factory gir! has a wider 
horizon; she is more alive to the 
world around her; she has much 
better chances of choosing a suit- 
able mate and has acquired a 
sounder sense of the value of 
money. 

On the other hand, her sister in 
domestic service is more adapt- 
able to circumstance, car. run a 
house better and knows more 
abéut bringing up children.

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: Rhythmic Movements to Make a Perfect Physique

HERE are many ways to 
Rome, but not half as many 
ways to strength and _  ~g00d 
physical feeling, and not every 
book which has an elaborated sys- 
tem can carry out what it prom- 
ises. That the old “‘one-two-three- 
four’ system is as bad and irra- 
tional as a stupid drill at school 
need not be mentioned. Yet many 
of the schools of rhythmic train- 
ing are also wrong. Rhythm is 
life, is organic, corresponds to our 
soul. Machines have measures, but 
by no means rhythm. Rhythm is 
spirit, measure is a shapeless body, 
and only the living ‘spirit of 
rhythm can pour living strength 
into the dead forms of measure. 
Therefore the first demands of any 
rhythmic gymnastic must be: Its 
movements have to correspond to a 
longing for self-expression; these 
movements must be made possible 
by doing away with every stiffness. 
The old methods failed to meet the 
latter principle. The old military 
drill could produce enormous mus- 
cles with five inches and more di- 
ameter, but nothing else. And 
most of the rhythmic gymnastic 
teachers favor dancing to music, 
setting forth beautiful poses which 
look very well in pictures and ad- 
vertisements, but there is little of 
personal expression, little really 
“home-made,” more of a theater 
performance than of personally en- 
joying the powerfulness and alert- 
ness of one’s body. 

What we require from gymnas- 
tice and bodily exercise is natural- 
ness, beauty and simplicity, each 
of which we find in the movements 
of animals and—children. Follow

is natural, of course, but simple 
and beautiful, too. Nobody hag it 
taught, but the deer knows how to 
use his limbs and it knows that it 
will—there are no strange influ- 


ences in it. The same we find 
true with children. These simple 
facts, long overlooked and neg- 


lected, must necessarily be the 
basis of every reasonable and suc- 
cessful training. 

There is still another point to 
that. Children can play for hours 
without getting tired, the marathon 
runners can continue with a speed 
that most of the other people 
would exhaust after a few hundred 
yards; for dogs a cross-country run 
is a small affair, not to be men- 
tioned. Why so? They do not use 
only the limbs that are inevitably 
necessary for running or swimming 
Or playing, but they use the whole 
body. A deer does not jump only 
withghis legs but with every muscle 
of his body; the great-and strong 
muscles of the trunk aré even as 
well employed as the muscles of 
the legs and support them. Ob- 
serve a prize fighter: For the K. 
O. hook to the jaw there is com- 
bined the whole strength of trunk, 
legs, shoulder, arms and _ hands. 
But what the prize fighter must 
carefully be trained for, children 


and animals do by mere instinct. 
By nature ali activities of the dif- 
ferent limbs are uniform to one 
main purpose, guided by one cen- 
ter, and this center appeals to the 
whole body. 

There are no divergent, interfer- 
ing interests. From the trunk, the 
center, every movement starts, and 
thus there takes place a continuing 
succession of tension nd relaxa- 
tion of the single muscles. The 
trouble with a great many people 
is that they simply cannot be nat- 
ural in their activities, due to their 
education, to wrong habits, to in- 
adequate occupation and—most o? 
all—due to a wrong conception of 
relaxation. Our movements ought 
to be like waves, continually in- 
creasing and decreasing in their 
employment of muscles. But 
usually the body has lost this abil- 
ity to act naturally, It is cramped, 
the muscles are shortened, over- 
duly hardened and, therefore, stiff: 
the links are tight, cannot be 
loosened. The necessary conse- 
quence is that men get tired much 
too soon; that even bodily exercise 
does not do any good, but makes 
things even worse. 

That is the main purpose of this 
rhythmic gymnastic system — 
should I call it a school?—to free 
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steadiness and

PITTSBURG PLUS. 
l’rom the Courier Journal. 
gah em pera moved one step nearer its 
dream of expansion when the Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature submitted a constitutional 
amendment permitting the hundred or more 
boroughs of Allegheny County to vote on 
the question of adopting a charter for 
Greater Pittsburg. The consummation is 
not yet and, being fraught with perils, not 
only of adverse votes, but of failures to 
reach the constitutional majorities in the 
necessary number of boroughs. 

If it goes through. it will jump Pittsburg 
ahead of Detroit, Cleveland and Los An- 
geles in population unless they spurt up in 
the meantime. On the basis of the present 


census Pittsburg would have 1,500,000 in- 


habitants. The major amalgamation was 
effected years ago when the older city of 
Allegheny was absorbed; but Pittsburg’s en- 
virons are entirely urban, extending for 
miles up and down the Allegheny and Mo- 
nongahela Rivers in unbroken continuity. 
borough boundaries being distinguished only 
by signs on opposite sides of the streets. 
The great hills and deep, intersecting ra- 
vines perhaps were responsible for the 
growth of so many independent contiguous 
municipalities, 
But the advancement of Pittsburg in the 
census rating is not the principal claim of 
the plan to public interest. It would com- 
prehend within one federated scheme of 
municipal government a whole county, cov- 
ering a territory of 650 square miles. They 
could just about squeeze New York and 
Chicago together into that space. There 
would be no city in the world to compare 
to Pittsburg in size. Much local autonomy 
is to be reserved to the original boroughs 
and cities, Qut the territory is to come un- 
a central police jurisdiction and for 
purposes of zoning and matters of interest 
to the community as a whole there is a 
means provided for community action. Ev- 
ery city, large or small, has its suburban 
problems, Greater New York has its Jer- 
s¢y suburban cities and Chicago is helpless 
against the criminal tendencies of such 
suburbs as Cicero and the aristocratic aloof- 
ness of Evanston. 
The Pittsburg charter, not yet perfected 
detail, is receiving the gratuitous as- 
sistance of economists all over the country 
who believe it represents in theory a Plan 
to which all cities must come.

Prof. Mace does not assault these 
scientific Utopias; he merely adds 
to them certain details that seem 
to have been overlooked, and the 
implied criticism is both entertain- 
ing and thought-provoking. 

In the end it occurs to Prof. Mace 
to ask: “And will these god-like 
beings (the hypothetical citizens 
of these scientific New Jerusa- 
lems) with their infinite wealth 
and power, in their perfect ration- 
ality, be any happier or even 
morally better creatures than our- 
selves?” The question is not an- 
swered directly, but the following 
may help some to formulate a ten- 
tative answer: 

“The formula for happiness ig a 
fairly simple one. Its relative com- 
ponents form a vulgar fraction, The 
denominator is constituted by that 
towards which we aspire; the nu- 
merator is the number of. our 
achievements. There is a law bv 
which these two vary almost in 
unison. Any augmentation of 
achievement sends up proportion- 
ally the number of our desires, 
whilst great losses are followed by 
resignation. It is just for those 
fleeting moments in which the bal- 
ance is distributed that we experi- 
ence bliss or misery. But the mo- 
ments are very fleeting, and the 
normal ratio is restored.” 

It would almost seem that Prof. 
Mace believes happiness and good- 
ness to be related in no way to 
“modern improvements,” but to be 
concerned somehow with the qual- 
ity of consciousness in which indi- 
viduals conceive their relations to 
other men and the general scheme 
of things. And it would seem fur. 
ther that he looks upon our civiii- 
zation as a complex scheme for in- 
creasing the number of human (de- 
sires as rapidly as possible that 
men may struggle more and mo-e 
to satisfy those desires.

URGE J&ikT RATES FOR 
UPPER MISSISSIPPI BARGES 


Final Argument Before I. C. C. 
Completed; Railroads of North- 
west Oppose Move, 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 7.—Final 
arguments were heard today be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce 
Commission upon the demand of 
the Upper Mississippi River barge 
iine for the creation of joint rates 
with railroads on traffic between 
Chicago and the twin cities in 
Minnesota. 

Luther M. Walter, representing 
the barge line and business inter- 
ests in the Northwest, urged that 
the roads should be required to co- 
operate with the barge line, fixing 
rail and water rates over it at 80 
per cent of prevailing rail rates.

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Can He Do It? 


WoO weeks from tonight Jack 

Dempsey will step into the 
ring with. Jack Sharkey in an 
effort to come back. 

Dempsey has been in training 
camp about 10 days. In all, he 
will have had about three weeks’ 
intensive training for the con- 
test—which seems all too little 
for a man in Dempsey’s Situa- 
tion, 

In fact, it can be said that 
Dempsey’s chance to beat 
Sharkey depends largely on how 
seriously he trained while in the 
Ventura Mountains, where he 
was getting fit for some eight 
weeks, punctuated by week-end 
returns to Hollywood. 

If Dempsey’s California condi- 
tioning was realiy and truly hard 
work, mountain-climbing and 
road running, he may have laid 
the foundation for a substantial 
fight. Otherwise, his Saratoga 
training would appear inade- 


quate. 


Bad Policy. 


@PORTS from Saratoga indi- 

cate that Leo Flynn is trying 
to change Dempsey’s style. He 
is teaching him to box flat- 
footed, whereas Dempsey has al- 
ways fought on his toes. 

Several flat-footed fighters 
have shuffled their way through 
to fame. Two of them have been 
counted the greatest fighters of 
history—Bob Fitzsimmons, who 
held titles in three classes, and 
Jack Johnson, former world’s 
heavyweight king. 

Both of these men were shifty 
and dangerous, despite the sup- 
posed handicap of working on 
flat “‘dogs.” 

Such a style might have been 
of real benefit to Dempsey, had 
he develaped it normally. It 
might have stopped those head- 
long plunges of his that all too 
frequently of late have brought 
him up against the other man’s 
thudding mitt. 

Under the circumstances, the 
attempt to alter Dempsey, {f one 
is truly being made, seems sheer 
idiocy. It can only cramp his 
natural style, for there is not 
time enough to develop a new 


one, 


ONSTANTLY one reads of the 

“Dempsey of 1919.” That was 
the year he fought Willard. It 
is generally considered the peak 
condition of Jack's career. 

Experts disagree on this, how- 
ever. 

There are numbers of phys- 
{eal conditioners who declare 
that Dempsey went into the ring 
stale from overtraining when he 
faced Willard. Authorities who 
should know have declared that 
he scaled only 185 pounds on 
the day of the fight. Pictures 
taken of the men in the ring at 
that time indicate this was true. 

There is other evidence. When 
Dempsey was called back into 
the ring to resume the battle he 
thought he had won in the first 
round, he was “all in.” He 
could hardly strike an effective 
blow in the second round. Wil- 
lard, although desperately hurt, 
landed an uppercut on Dempsey 
that shook him clear to his heels. 

If Willard had had any stam- 
ina left, he might have given 
Dempsey the fight of his life, for 
Jack appeared to be burned out.
